exhumed and with them were found 
pieces of the habilment of a nun of 
lh* Feliclan order. 


Shortly afterward a warrant was 


issued for Mrs. LypchlnskI, who was 
housekeeper for Father Bienowskl 
priest of the Isadore parish at the 
time of the sister's disappearance.

UNKNOWN IN FRANCE 


Trainmaster E. J. Partlow of the C 


i. & W., accounts his railroad ex- 
perience In France as ono ot thy most 
Inerestlng and valuable of his life 
He was a fltst lieutenant and com- 
manner of 210 men in a railroad reg- 
iment. Previous to his appointment 
«s trainmaster he had been a loco- 
motive engineer and had pulled one 
of th* fast passenger trains between 
Cincinnati and Indianapolis. 


He was holding the position of 


trainmaster of this division before 
going into the army and has returned 
to that place since his diBoharge. He 
was one of the thousands of railroad 
men who responded to the call when 
trained men were reeded to operate 
and build transportation systems in 
Prance. 


ON' FINE ROAD. 


The experience of American rail- 


road men In France differ widely. 
They were set to all sorts of railroad 
jobs on all sorts of railroads. Lieu- 
tenant Partlow was assigned to one of 
ta* best, probably the best railroad 
!• France, the Paris, Lyons and Medi- 
terranean. It was a fine, double track 
!in» with a splendid road "bcil, the 
r«:-i ballested with stone. 


WVa the line was taken over for 


iperstlon by the American army it 


•. afc /juipped with American locomo- 
:;v«s and American box cars. It was 
operated by American train and en- 
gine men, American train dispatch- 
es and telegraphers and American 
•fficials. 
It was thoroughly Ameri- 


:inized but 
for 
one thing. 
The 


Derating rules were retained. That 
as on* thing that the French would 
••- permit to t>» changed. 


SOME AMERICAN RULES. 


The Americans were obliged to SH- 
.-rimpcse some of the American rules 
;pon the French system for sake of 
ir.or* efficient operation. Such Ameri- 
can rules as were applied, however, 
were supplementary and unofficial. 
For example: If a train left Decatur at 
5 a-ni., ana was due to arrive at In- 
dianapolis at 10:15, under the French 
rule 10:15 would continue to stand 
an a time of arrival, no matter how 
iriuch late tha train would become. 
The train might get ten hours behind 
its schedule but a crew called to pro- 
tact that train a Indianapolis a, 10:15 
woul^ know nothing about it and 
would continue to wait. 


To avoid the trouble ensuing from 


this rule the Americans strung hun- 
dreds of miles of telephone wire and 
trains were reported as they were 
a^d not HS they ought to be. 


NO AUTOMATIC COUPLERS. 


Th» American locomotives sent to 


France were Just a little smaller 
than the 300 class freight engines 
used on the C. I. &. \V°. They were 
bul'.t without pilots, according to the 
French rule and the-y were equip- 
ped with hoo!t and chain couplers. 
The freight nr- 
were 
similarly 


•quipped. This 
for these locn 
frequently 10 •.

The box cars were of thirty-three

AFTER ARMISTICE, 
j 


This big movement of troops was 


»ft»r the armistice was signed when 


the troops were returning. Fifty- 
five soldiers were put Into each of 
those thirty-three ton cars, This al- 
lowed them room to stir around and 
lie down and there were some pro- 
visions for their comfort but not 
many. 
Going to the front the sol- 


diers were at first handled mainly in 
th» French Forty-eights, that Is cars 
rated to carry forty men and eight 
horses. They were stacked in these 
cars like sardines and they had to 
sleep in relays while others stood 
because there was not 
sufficient 


room fur all of them to lie down at 
once. 


IN GERMAN COACH. 


Lieutenant Partlow on his return 


to the port of embarkation traveled 
in a third class German coach. There 
were five of them in one compart- 
ment. 
There were -two seats each 


long enough for a man to He on. 
There 
were no 
cushions, 
merely 


wooden benches. Between the seats 
on the floor ono other man could 
comfortably dispose himself. Over- 
head were two baggage racks with 
fish-net bottons. 
In these the two 


remaining men slept, securing them- 
selves against falling out by their 
Sam Brown belts attached to over- 
head ribs of the cars. 
In this way 


they made this trip to the coast in 
comparative luxury. 


Lieutenant Partlow was one of the 


men elected to sleep In a baggage 
rack. 
He would feel outraged if 


compelled to do that In America, of 
course, but In France it was part 
of the game and not bad as others 
had to endure. The point of view of 
Partlow and 
his 
attitude 
toward 


France and his experience of the war 
are indeed most refreshing. He sees 
his experience in the light .of a great 
adventure with Incidental hardships 
which were unavoidable.

She Is supposed to see the face ot 


her future husband arising from the 
flames. 


THE GHOST FIRE 


This ghost fire IB a direct survival 


of the earliest Druid rituals. 
In 


Scotland, Ireland and Wales Druid- 
ism left Its Impress upon the later 
Christian faith, and to this day traces 
of Its fire altars are still found. 


Now the Druids believed In trans- 


migration of souls, and on the eve of 
their festival to the sun they lighted 
their face fire altars to propitiate the 
spirits of darkness. The custom was 
kept up In parts of Great Britain un- 
til a comparatively 
recent period. 


None of the levity caused by the 
modern "witch fire" however was at- 
tached to this observance. 
Instead 


of chestnuts 
being roasted 
white 


stones, each previously marked with 
the name of a member of the fam- 
ily, were thrown Into the Hallowe'en 
fire. Prayers were then said and the 
family went to betl hoping to find 
all the stones again tn the morning. 


If any stone were missing ,lt betoken, 
ed that tile owner of It would 4U 
within the year. 


While some superstitions are pret« 


ty, this was one of many which were 
cruel. Happily only sportlveness re- 
mains today ot this quaint old-tuna 
ceremony, and whatever Incantations 
are chanted have to do with healthy 
nonsense.

X TELLIE and Sir* JCcron*, rhe 
j.^1 famous lyric sopranos, have 
made a remarkable \ ocalion Rec- 
ord of the charming "Swiss Echo 
Song" which, When played upon 
the Aeolian-Vocalion, is a revela- 
tion in its beauty and realism.

well trained workers Is needed and 
they should be provided. 


For 
probation itself 
Judga. Pam 


made a most eloquent plea. For the 
suspension of judgment on men who 
have been given parole, for the giv- 
ing of these men a real chance to be- 
come good citizens and to make good 
in life the judge was very earnest. 


Too often, he said, the hasty state- 


ment of a policeman that a criminal 
was a paroled man was taken with- 
out Investigating as to the fact. 


For a broadening of the probation 


work and of the parole sjstem the 
Chicago jurist who told of his many 
experiences with tho criminals in Chi- 
cago, made most urgent request. 


Educate the people of the state to 


have faith In the judges, too have 
faith in the paroled man and to give 
him a chance was, the Judge said, 
one of the greatest of the needs In 
criminal courts In Illinois. 


Has Been Too Often Neg- 


lected in the Past 


That mental hygiene is as Import- 


ant as bodily hygiene, that it has 
been sadly neglected In the past, but 
has been brought to the front by the 
war and that within a few years It 
will be included as a part of the 
regular training of social worker, 
doctor and nurse, was the opinion of 
state workers in their meeting Satur- 
day afternoon. The palm room of the 
Orlando hotel was nearly filled for 
this session of the convention. 


STATE HOSPITAL. 


Dr. H Douglas Sicgei, director of 


the state psychopathic institute, pre- 
sided and also gave an address 
on 


"The Relationship of the State Hos- 
pital Servire to the Community." 


Dr Ralph P. Truitt, medical direct- 


or of the Illinois Society for Mental 
Hygiene said that nearly one-third of 
the Insanity was due to habit deteri- 
oration In social ways, and that per- 
sons should be instructed In keeping 
satisfied with 
life and should be 


warned against veneral diseases and 
the use of alcohol and drugs, all of 
T\hich tended to insanity. 


ADVOCATES CARE. 


Advocating mental hygiene prop- 


aganda, Dr. Frank P Norbury, presi- 
dent of tbe Board of Welfare Com- 
missioners. Si-!d that lack of simple 
ordinary precautions Jeopardized the 
minds and happiness of many per- 
sons 
He told that tho social work- 


er should be a person of understand- 
ing, with a satisfied view of life and 
a spirit of sober optimism in order to 
deal with those who were mentally 
unbalanced. He said that every town 
of 10,000 inhabitants could and should 
have a clinical center where the doc- 
tor 
the (social worker, the philan- 


thropist, the 
minister and 
others 


could co-operate In caring for those 
who needed mental hygiene. 


PREPARING FOR RECOVEHT. 
Mus Lucy Catlln, chief social serv- 


ice worker of the Jacksonville state 
hospital, presented some phases of 
her work, saying that those In the 
hospitals had little chance to develop 
inltlathe nhich would fit them for 
civilian life upon recovery and that 
the social sen ice work provided that 
need. 


GIVE HIM CHANCE. 


All the speakers stressed the Idea 


that the communities should cease to 
look upon the released patient with 
foreboding and suspicion, but should 
give him a chance to work and to en- 
ter again Into social activities ,

ABANDON CHILDREN 


Child Employment Often 


is a Danger. 


Desertion of wlr*i by husbands 


will b* made a felony In the state at 
Illinois If the wishes of the state 
conference of charities and correc- 
tions are effective. 


This was distinctly the feature of 


the discussion which resulted from 
talks which were mad* on the De- 
catur program by Mrs. E. M. Wagen- 
seller, Decatur juvenile probation of- 
ficer. 
Th« offense Is now simply a 


misdemeanor and prosecuting attor- 
neys cannot extradite men for mis- 
demeanors when they flee to other 
states. In New York this desertion 
of wife and family Is now rated as a 
felony and there has been a barked 
decrease in such offenses since the 
passage of that law. 


EVILS OF BESERTION. 


Mrs. Wagenseller'g topic was the 


Irresponsible parent and she said 
that the easy desertion possible in 
this state was responsible for much 
of dependency and delinquency here 


Mrs. Wagenseller told of a, num- 


ber of instances of dependency and 
delinquency which had come direct- 
ly under her observation and also the 
growing belief in the minds of some 
people that the state la taking the 
place of the parents In the responsi- 
bility for the care of children. 


ABANDON CHILDREN. 


Fathers and mothers had come to 


her office, sometimes bringing the 
child and the child's clothing all 
packed, to set Inside the door of 
her office with the remark, "Here 
you take him. I can't do anything 
with him." 


The reason for the seeming in- 


crease In the irresponsibility of pa- 
rents was made the subject of a 
question which she put to the state's 
attorney, to a minister and to the 
irlnclpal of the high school. 


The first said that It was too easy 


to get married and too easy to se- 
cure a divorce 
The minister said 


that there is no longer any rever- 
ence or religion in the home with the 
resulting loss of moral responsibility 
The principal of the high school Hid 
the trouble to a money madness, an 
almost Insane desire for things and 
amusements which cost money and 
for which sacrifices are made with- 
out regard to the higher values In 
life 


TO REVISE LAWS. 


Many speakers spoke of the very 


great need for a revision of the laws 
against desertion and the motion to 
submit a resolution to the Resolu- 
tions committee of the conference 
was unanimously passed. 


M. J. Karpf, superintendent of the 


Jewish Aid society of Chicago, who 
proposed the 
resolution, 
was ap- 


pointed a committee to submit the 
matter to the main conference. 


Miss Beatrice Sanders, secretary 


of the Social Service Bureau, called 
attention to the fact that the Legisla- 
tive committee of the Woman's club 
of Decaur was also working on the 
same subject. 


CHILD EMPLOPMENT. 


Miss Jeanette Bates, assistant at- 


torney general of the state of Illinois, 
whose special activity is looking af- 
ter the enforcement of the state law 
regarding chill employment, spoke 
on that subject. 


She said that 25,000 children In the 


state of Illinois have labor permits 
ana she knew, as everybody did, that 
this did not Indicate all who were 
employed as many evaded the law 
Miss Bates estimated that under the 
law which really requires "necessity" 
as a reason for such employment of 
children under sixteen years of age 
fully half of these permits are really 
an evasion, that half of these chll 
dren really could be kept in school 
if the parents or the children were 
Interested In staying In school. 


Miss Bates said that a state law 


with no state machinery for Us en- 
forcement, such as the school law. Is 
enforced only so far as the local 
community cares to have it enforced 


TO SAVE GIRLS. 


Judge Mary Bartelme, who had ar- 


rived during the session, gave It as her 
experience In handling between 700 
adn 800 cases of delinquent girls a 
year that It would be a great saving 
of girls if they were not allowed to 
leave school until they were sixteen 
years of age. 
She said that girls 


starting to work at an earlier age 
than that were peculiarly suscepti- 
ble to bad Influences. 


HOUSINd 


Following this discussion A, H. 


Cope, building Inspector of Decatur 
•poke briefly on housing Instead of 
R. J. Holmes who was to have spoken 
on the subject. 


FAILURE OF PHYSICIANS. 


A paper on "The Failure of tbe 


County Physician is a Legal Insti- 
tution' by W. F. Hardy, editor of 
the Herald, discussed some of the 
phases of the Influenza epidemic and 
the share of the county in that work. 
Mr. Hardy advocated th« payment 
of any physician called for br » des- 
titute person, so that no one should 
be allowed to suffer because of pov- 
erty. After the first call the case 
could, perhaps, be turned over to 
the regular county physician.

MERCERIZED CLOTH. 


What Is mercerized cloth? How~Io 


It made? 


Answer:—"Mercerized 
cotton 
Is 


tloth produced by the action of a. 
itrons alkali on cotton fiber rinsed 
under tension. The process of mer- 
cerization is generally 
carried on 


While, the fiber Is still In the yarn. 
Mercerized 'cotton is actually stronger 
than cotton which has not been no 
treated. The characteristic twist of 
the cotton fibre is taken out, and the 
cell-wall is thickened by contraction. 
The result is a. stronger fibre, a long 
slender cylinder -which reflects the 
light, rather than a flat twisted, rib- 
bon-like filament. The cellulose of 
the fiber is changed into another kind 
ci chemical substance which has a 
much greater affinity for dye sub- 
stances; therefore 
bcautlfu; 
color- 


ings may be found In mercerized cot- 
ton materials. The cost of produc- 
ing a high grade of mercerized cot- 
ton, it has been -stated, Is about three 
times that of unmercerized cotton; 
consequently If a piece of this mater- 
ial Is offered at a very low price, it is 
well to test it for true mercerlzation 
before buying-. This may be done by 
thoroughly washing a sample or ex- 
rosing it to friction and the weather. 
The gloss of properly mercerized ma- 
t^rial will not disappear on hard 
v ear or laundering. 


Ar. Imitation of mercerized' cotton 


may be made by the action of very 


heavy and very .hot cylinders, or or- 
dinary cotton cloth. This imitation 
will not withstand friction or laun- 
dering." 


COTTON OR LINEN. 


How can you distinguish between 


cotton and linen ? 


Answer:—The following Is taken 


from a bulletin published by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, "Some Points In 
Choosing Textiles." 


"To distinguish linen from cotton, 


examine the threads carefully. Cot- 
ton is made up of short fibers which 
project from the surface of the thread 
and become fuzzy when the thread is 
rubbed between the 
fingers; when 


broken, cotton has a tufted end. The 
linen thread should be stronger than 
the cotton; it has more luster and Is 
usually more uneven. Some kinds of 
linen have flat threads, but cotton is 
frequently finished In 
Imitation 
of 


flat thread linen. 


"The old test of moistening the fin- 


ger and putting it under the cloth Is 
not always a sure one. as the moist- 
ure will not come through a heavy 
linen, <>r one trlth much starch in It, 
and it will come through a sheer, 
tightly twisted cotton. A better test 
Is to put a drop of olive oil on the 
cloth and press between blotting pap- 
ers. The linen becomes more trans- 
parent than cotton. There Is a pe- 
culiar leathery feel about a rood ta- 
ble linen which cotton will not give, 
and the luster Is different although

Here It Is not so much the 
coffee but the fat of the cream that is 
causing the disturbance; and although 
it is true that tannin In both tea 
and coffee inhabit digestion In pro- 
portion to the amount present, the 
tannin might better act on the pro- 
tein of the cream or milk rather than 
on the gastric secretion."
